The news which has reached this colony thus 
fay of the terrible calamity which has overtuken 
a vast stretch of country bordoring tho’ Canton 
River is'as yet of a very meagre and incomplete 
dosoription, but enough has como to hind to show 
that for the district over which it oxtends the 
disaster is almost unparallelled’ in its severity, 
and ‘that-it ‘must entail a shocking nmount of 
fnisery and suffering on thousands of wretched

thers have been-eight or nine gront broaches 
made in the rivér bank, through which a vast 
quantity of watey was poured over -the chuntry 
for a long distance on either sido of the river, 
and the damage ‘and-loss of Lify occasionéd 
-are truly appalling. The overiiow commenced on 
the 19th-ult!, bat the nows travelldd slowly; and 
}é was not-until five diys afterwards that the 
leading Chinese in this colony received ony in- 
forthution of it,and then the nows was of: so 
vagus a character that they were not ablo ‘to 
form any ides of jho magnitude of the disaster, 
Later on information reached them. which 
rousod all their sympathy and churitable feel- 
ings to the utmost, for. thay learned that tho 
area inundated wos of groat oxtent, that it 
was covered to a great depth; and in‘nino or 
ten cases villages had been niterly obliterated 
and every soul in them had perished.
